‘SCHOOL REPORT. 


Time has brought us to the end of another school 
(ear, an d following the usual custom we submit to the 


- ¥CaAL, Al A141 vw tare VIS 


Owing to the new law enacted the past year, all 
reports of the Town must be handed in before the 31st 
of January. Two weeks earlier than has been usuai 
in former years. The same General Court has alsc 
enacted another new law making August dist the end 
of the official School year. Quite a paradox, but we 
all know that the month of September begins a mosi 
serious new year in reality. - For each school year re~ 
sembles an experiment, with doubtful results, when 
many of our teachers are untried in the work and un- 
familiar with the conditions in the community. But 
with one or two exceptions the work for past year has 
been very fair. But to get the greatest degree of sat~ 
isfaction the teachers should receive the ready co-op- 
eration of the parents. 

We urge the.parents to get acquainted as speedily 
as possible with the teachers of their children by visit- 
ing the schools and interviewing the teachers. 

- It frequently happens that a child exhibits the 
Same qualities in the school room that he does at home, 
though less restrained at home than at school, and the 
parent goes back to the home feeling that the teacher 
is not entirely to blame forthe child’s unsatisfactory 
advancement. Then begins a working together where- 
in the child benefits greatly, the teacher has another 
friend in the community, and goes about the work with 
a confidence and enthusiasm that only encouragement. 
and co-operation can create. | . | 

We were very sorry we could not retain the ser- 
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vices of Miss Dorothy W. Madden of the High schooi. 
Her method and system were excellent. She resigned 
to take up work in a larger field in Rochester, N. H. 
But the School Board were fortunate in securing the 
services of Miss Emma P. Goldsmith, a SLES of 
Boston University, to fill her place. 

Miss Blanche M. Coolidge resigned the first of 
December, to take up work in Washington, D. C. Again 
the School Board were fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Miss Laura R. Lane, a teacher whose system 
and method with the smaller children in particular, is 
most excellent. 

It was a great mistake in droppinz the $th grade 
from the Grammar School course. t passed on to the 
High School, children with high marks irrespective of 
merits, which made the burden too great for some, who 
had to drop out. 

Some pupils mature at an earlier age than others, 
so why try to grind them all out in the same grist? If 
a pupil at any time showed that he- was trying to do 
more work than could be creditably done, he should be 

asked to drop a part of it. For such pupils this would 
result in another year of the Grammar course, put 
that would be far better than utter discouragement. If 
a road is rough, and a man finds his horse cannot bear 
the load behind him, does he continue to goad the ani- 
mal and add greater load, or does he first try lightening 
the burden, at least until a smoother part of the road 
is reached? We think the same principle applies: to 
pupils in school. We would earnestly recommend that 
the 9th grade be again installed. Every father and 
mother is, or should be, interested in education. They 
wish to see their children grow up to take an intelligent 


ee 
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‘part in the work of the world. They want their chil- 
dren as well educated as possible. 
It is more than a personal interest, it is an interest 


“concerning the happiness of the coming generation 


and welfare of the republic. 

Since parents are so vitally concerned in educa- 
tion they have a right to discuss its problems, they have 
the right to even make suggestions to educators, they 
have a right to protest against tendencies in education 
which appear to them as fundamentally wrong. Hdu- 
cation on the other hand and under supervision has be- 
come a science, a realm of thought far beyond the or- 
dinary layman’s comprehension. Between the com- 
munity and the super-educated educator there is too 
little in common. Knowledge often disdains ignorance 
Our schools in many cases reflect this condition. Many 


educators have not only become out of touch with the 


common demands, the demands of life, but they have 
also got out of touch with common learning. We are 
drifting away from the common fundamentals of edu- 
cation, it is time for us to come back,—back to the 
three R’s. It does not take a common layman long to 
see that when a pupil from one of our grammar, or 
even high schools cannot spell, cannot write legibly, 
cannot solve easy problems in arithmetic, cannot 
answer simple questions in geography or history, that 
there is something wrong in his elementary schooling. 

Once a pupil has been grounded thoroughly, in 
reading, writing and spelling, arithmetic, geography 
and history, thoroughly grounded because of leaving 
out such distractions as drawing, painting, bird-talks, 
botany, biology, anatomy and some of the other edu- 


_ cational experiments for exhibition purposes only, and 


by a very few exceptional pupils, then we come down 
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once more to practical education. Because a new idea 
supplants an old one, is not always proof that the old 
idea was not good or not even better than its successor — 
in the trend of thought. 

No doubt such a plan will probably arouse the in- 
dignation of some trained educator, in that it ignores 
some of the fundamental theories of modern teaching . 

But it does not ignore the fundamentals of educa- 
tion. . | 

“As that distinguished teacher Phillips Brooks once © 
said, “There flows from the living teacher a power 
which no text-book can compass or contain. Text- 
books supply information and discipline; teachers im- 
part the breath of life giving inspiration and impulse.” 
The value of a well trained teacher, practical in his, or 
her work, and alive to the best interests of their school, 
faithful and efficient in the performance of their duties 
cannot be over-estimated. - 

The decision of the Board of Health to entoree the 
law as to vaccination, or a physician’s certificate of ex- 
emption, as a condition precedent to intering school, is 

-to be commended. It is to be hoped that all parents 
will comply to this law, before the opening of the fall 
term, that there may be no loss of time or effort when 
school opens in September. 

Several text-hook houses have notified us that the 
prices of books, and of all supplies have. greatly ad- 
vanced within the past year. We woud recommend that 
the same sum be appropriated this year as last. year 
for text- books and supplies. We have as demanded by 
the State Board of Education, and a law passed requir- 
ing the same, expended considerable in repairing one 
school-house and out- -buildings; each year, for the past 
two years; putting the out-buildings in a sanitary cor- 
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dition. We would recommend the same appropriation 
as last year, to continue in this work required by law. 

In concluding this report, we wish to say that the 
. continued good will of the citizens and parents of the 
town, and their ready co-operation, are appreciated by 
teachers and School Board alike. With our present 
small schools and unpretentious buildings and plain in- 
side furnishings, we cannot hope to inspire the same 
thrill that comes from viewing the same sort of work in 
buildings with all the modern, useful and decorative 
Surroundings. But with what we have, we can do our 
best and do it cheerfully, holding the one boy or girl a 
charge as sacred as the ten thousand.
